$25 in value be shipped as excess baggage 
and muzzled, while bench and field dogs must 
ride in express cars.

It cuts off a tidy little revenue in the way 
of tips,“ say the baggagemen.

With reference to the men he himsif ap- 
proached, he said, among other, he spoke to 
Representatives Donahue, O'Toole, Shep- 
hard. and Beckemeyer. They told him they 
could not vote for Mr. Lorimer, and he argued 
with them. 

Shephard sald he would do go on condition 
he would expel from office the postmaster at 
Jerseyville, which statement he reported to 
Browne. He tried to show Beckemeyer the 
error of his ways but Beckemeyer said he 
could not vote for Lorimer. Browne also was 
apprised of this conversation. 


Explains Watch on Browne, 

Alschuler explained that while he did not 
think Browne wae corrupt, he feared he would 
be influenced by John Ames, collector of the 
port of Chicago, and State Senator C. P, 
Gardner for Hopkins, and this was the reason 
he watched him so carefully.

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THINKS SHERMAN 
LAW DEFECTIVE 


John H. Hanan Says Business 
Is Entitled to Know What 
Acts Are Legal. 


CITES THE SHOE TRADE. 


Thinks Elimination of Disas- 
trous Competition Benefits 
Public Generally.

New York, Nov. 9.—I am old-fashioned 
enough to believe in competition—not the 
destructive kind, that tries to ruin the mar- 
ket for everybody, but normal, healthy, 
wide-awake competition that seeks to win 
trade on its merits, and which has piaced the 
American manufacturer in the forefront in 
the trade competition of the world. 

President Taft has recently been preach- 
ing to business men the advantages of com- 
petition. If the president means by compe- 
tition the kind of competition that business 
men mean—namely: fair, normal, healthy 
competition. carried on free from the re- 
straint of monopolistic control on the one 
hand and free from harassing lawsu'ts by the 
government on the other hand—I heartily 
agree with him. Such competition has never 
harmed the businees man or the consumer. 

If. however, President Taft means compe- 
tition carried on with the constant liability 
to prosecution by the government, under a 
law so vague in its terme that for twenty 
years no one has known just what it means, 
then I mist express my dissent. 


Tyranny Under Form of Law. 

Business carried on in the constant fear 
of harassing lawsuite by the government 
can no more continue in a normal competi- 
tive condition than can business which is 
carried on under the shadow of a great 
monopoly.. Tyranny under the form of law 
is no less tyrannous than tyranny in the 
form of a commercial trust. 

While the decisions of the Supreme court 
im the Standard Oil and Tobacco cases meet 
with general approval in so far as they find 
the companies concerned guilty of acts con- 
demned and forbidden by the Sherman law. 
they still leave open to controversy the 
question as to.whether or not the Sherman 
anti-trust law is or is not a good thing for 
the United States of America and the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the reasoning of 
the Supreme court is or is not calculated to 
benefit future eeonomic conditions. 


Defect in Sherman Act, 


The one thing about the opinions which, 
to my mind, is particularly distasteful ts 
the fact that according to them, while the 
Sherman act makes a violation of its pro- 
visions criminal. yet a man or a group of 
men cannot. until a court has passed upon 
the question, ascertain whether a step con- 
templated is criminal or innocent. Such a 
state of affairs ought never to exist. 

Criminal laws should lay down rules so 
definite and certain and so easily ascer- 
tained and understood that every man can 
act in the light of a perfect understanding 
and know just what he may do and may 
not do. 

It te . that there is an overwhelm- 
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E tendency toward the combination ot 
industrial and economic forces. It is utter 
folly for the state or the nation to attempt 
to restrain or to dam up the current of 
events. It is just as impossible to resolve 
the Present business and economic condi- 
tions into the independent entities which 
‘existed 100 years ago as it te to resolve 
our present civilization into the barbarous 
elements of the barbarous past. 


Questions Rulings of Court. 

That we are benefited by such an elimina- 
tion of competition is recognized by every 
thinking man. That there are dangers in it 
goes without saying and that in the process 
Some few may be able to enrich themselves 
far beyond their deserts, is the danger to be 
guarded against. 

I do not believe the Sherman act is a per- 
fect instrument. I do not believe the opin- 
fons in the Standard Ol) and in the Tobacco 
cases represent the most perfect means to 
preserve the good and eradicate the evil. I 
do not believe that our experience or our 
knowledge is complete enough to enable any 
set of men to draw a perfect act or to inter- 
pret any act tn a-perfect way. 

I delleve in federal regulation. I do not 
believe in state supervision. State boundaries 
have long ago become commercially non- 
existent. Rapid transportation, the tele- 
phone, the telegraph, and the United States 
mails have annihilated the distinction be- 
(wee n the states of the union, from a commer- 
cal standpoint. 

Nation an Industrial Unit. 
This nation of ours is an industrial unit, a 


commiercial whole. The difference between 
the laws of the various states in the domain 


ot business and commerce are already ino 


perplexing and annoying. We have gone fur 
enough in the direction of confusion’ We 
ought not to be subjected to twehty or more 
different rules on the question of combina- 
tion. There can only be one rule which is 
right. All others must te in some measure 
wrong. 

Just what that supervision or regulation 
should be, Jurt what its limits should be, are 
questions which it is impossible for any man 
to answer, but if the government is sincerely 
seeking a solution of the problem it can find 
a pattern for emulation right at hand. 


Shee Business an Example. 

It happens that im the shoe business, in 
which I have been engaged all my life, a con- 
dition exists whick might well serve as an 
example to every other mdustry. if the situa- 
tion in other industries were such that ties 
could adopt the system which has met with 
this pronounced success. 

In the boot and shoe business there is not 
and never has been ea trust The output of 
shoes in the United States is manufactured 
by more than 1,200 independent concerns. 
and the trust form of control has never been 
able to make any headway. 

According to the census reports just issued 
the value of the products of American fao- 
tories has increased 70 per cent since 1900, 
the number of employees has increased 30 per 
cent. and the amount of wages paid them has 
increased 5@ per cent. The exports of boots 
and shoes have increase from less than 
2.000 000 to more than $13,000,000. There is 
no other American industry which makes a 
more striking exhibition of substant!al prog- 
ress and this prosperity has redounded to the 
advantage of mcre than 50.000 retai! dealers. 


All Can Use the Machines. 

Every shoe manufacturer who analyzes 
the matter concedes that the reason why no 
trust has been possible in the shoe industry 
is because no shoe manufacturer or group 
of shoe manufacturers has ever monop- 
olised the machinery necessary for the manu- 
facture of shoes. or has ever been able to 
exciuce rival manufacturers from the use 
of such machinery. Many different machines 
are used in the manufacture of shoes and 
about 60 per cent of this number are made 
and sold or leased by the United Shoe 


Machinery company. A large number of ma- ; 
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Gentes Machine company and other concerns 
to shoe manufacturers. 

The machines used in the bottoming room 
of a factory, where the sole is attached to 
the upper. are in large measure obtained 
from the United Shoe Machinery com- 
pany. Many of them are exceedingly intri- 
cate and each machine is covered by a pat- 
ent which gives the owner 4 legal monopoly 
to the machine. 


. Monopoly Protected by Patent. 
This monopoly is not a violation of the 


Sherman act or any other statute, but la ex- | 


pressiy created and legalized by the patent 


laws of the United States, which are 100 } 


years older than the Sherman act; and de- 
pend for their validity upon the express lan- 
guage of the constitution. 

Following the custom which has prevailed 
in the shoe machinery businees for more 
than fifty years, the United Shoe Machinery 
company leases ite machines without dis- 
crimination to the shoe manufacturers for a 


fixed standard royalty, although the shoe, 


manufacturer has the option of buying many 
of them, the average royalty which the com- 
pany receives for all classes of shoes being 
lees than 22-8 cents per ‘pair. 

A large proportion of the present success- 
ful shoe manufacturers of the United States 
owe their start to the fact that they were 
able, with little capital, to obtain from the

reasonable fixed sum. And here in actual and 
successful operation is a system Ake that 
which Commissioner Garfield and Commis 
sioner Smith have said could beneficially be 
applied to the beef, ofl, and tobacco indus- 
tries. 

Accords with Government's Ideal. 

If the United Shoe Machinery company hed 
sought to pattern its business after the high- 
est ideal, which the government has held up 
in successive reports of its commissioners of 
corporation, it could not have determined 
upon a more perfect form of organization and 
operation than it now has. 

Nevertheless. this is the identical scheme 
which the department of Justice, in its recent 
proceedings against the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery company, contends is in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act. Whether it is 
megal or not is a question for the lawyers to 
thrash out. Whatever they may decide, this 
plan of operation seems, at any rate, to be 
just the thing that has kept the shoe business 
genfrally prosperous, contented. independ- 
ent. and free from every form of oppressive 
trust or combination. 


Benefit to Shoe Business. 
As a shoe manufacturer, familar with every 


branch of the business. I know that this s) s- 


tem has worked, amd if permitted to continue 
will always work for the best interests of the 
shoe business. This assertion is amply sup- 
ported not only by all the recommendations 
of the bureau of corporations but also by the 
figures which demonstrate the growth and 
prosperity of the shoe business. 


In attacking this plan under the Sherman 


anti-trust act the department of justice not 
only contradicts the policy of its sister de- 
parment, the department of commerce and 
labor and the bureau of corporations but also 
assails the system which alone has made the 
shoe business notable among al! the industries 
of the United States for its unhampered com- 
petition and the entire absence of trust c.

RESULT STUNS PRISONER. 


Defendant Bréaks Down in the

New York, Nov. 20.—William J. Cummins, 
the former Tennessee promoter and recent 
directing head of the Carnegie Trust com- 
pany, was found guilty today of the theft of 
$140.000 from the Nineteenth Ward bank by 
the jury before which he has been on trial 


for the last five weeks. He was remandedé to | 


the Tombs until Friday, when sentence will 
be prenounced. 

Cumming was stunned by the verdict. 
Throughout the trial he seemed confident and 
cheerful. After the verdict was announced 
the prisoner remained standing in a daze as 
Judge Davis thanked the jury At the 
Toombs he broke down and sobbed. 

The principal witness against Cummins 
was Bradley Martin Jr., vice president of the 
Nineteenth Ward bank. 

The state heid that Cummins had $140,000 
of this fund checked to himself and that 
he used it to bolster up the finances of his 
various industrial companies in the south, 
which .the state’s attorney referred to as 
paper companies. 

The penalty for Cummins’ offense is an 
indeterminate term of from five to ten years 
as the maximum sentence. Cummins is W 
years old and has a wife and married 
daughter.

| FRANKLIN DENISON 1 DEAD 


Former Master in Chancery Suc- 
cumbs Unexpectedly. | 


SERVED IN THE CIVIL WAR. 


Came to Chicago in 1867 and Was 
Prominent as a Lawyer. 


Franklin Denison, master in chancery of 
the Superior court, Chicago, for eighteen 
years during the earlier history of the city 
and a resident since 1867, died suddenly yes- 
terday morning at the residence of a niece, 
Mise» Mary A. Jameson, 5316 Cornell avenus, 

Mr. Denison's death Was unexpected, al- 
though he had been ailing for some time, 
never fully recovering from the effects of an 
injury incurred when struck by a street car 
last December. 

Brief funeral services will be held at che 
home of Miss Jameson this afternoon at 3 
o'clock. The body will be taken to Royalton, 
Vt., for interment. 

Mr. Denison was born at Royalton, Vt., 
Feb. 6, 1842. He was a student at the Uni- 
versity of Vermont at the outbreak of the 
civil war, but left college before graduation 
to enlist in the Sixth Vermont voluntesr 
infantry, a part of Stannard’s brigade, 
which checked Pickett's famous charge at 
the battle of Gettysburg. At the close of 
the war Mr. Denison was commissioned a 
captain. 

Returning to the University of Vermont, 
Mr. Denison matriculated, afterwards grad- 
uating from the Harvard law school. Then 
he.came to Chicago, practicing as a lawyer 
here for many years. He had never married. 

Mr. Denison was a member of the Sons of 
Vermont and the New England society of 
Chicago, George H. Thomas post G. A. R., 
the College club, and the Sigma Phi frater- 
nity.

ELECTION ERRORS” 
LEAD TO INQUIRY 


Commissioners Call In Judges 
and Clerks to Explain 
Many Discrepancies: 


MISTAKE AIDED PaM. 
Got Advantage of Straight“ 
Jewish Ballot; Bonds Issues 
Had Narrow Escape. 


Fifty judges and clerks from precincts in 
the Seventh, Twelfth, Eighteenth, and Thir- 
ty-third wards appeared in the election com- 
mission’s rooms last evening to tell why cer- 
tain errors were made in the tabulation of 
the votes at the last election. There was 
nc serious violation of the rules, but the 
errors shöwed that some of the precinct 
election officialg did not fully understand 
their duties. 

In the Seventh precinct of the Twelfth 
ward in making out the tally sheets the offi- 
cials gave all the Republican candidates 
except Hugo Pam thirty-three straight votes. 
Pam they credited with seventy-three. When 
questioned last night they told that forty 
Jewish citizens had cast ballots on which 
Pam was the only Republican candidate 
voted for. In tabulating the votes these forty 
were listed as straight ballots for Pam. 
The total votes for each candidate, how- 
ever, had been made out correctly. 

Another error due to the failure of the 
judges to understand how to make up the 
records properly was where the Republican 
judges refused to enter on their sheet the 
votes for the Democratic candidates, and 
the Democratic judge likewise refused to 
enter on his the votes for the Republican 
candidates. 

Bond Issues Escape Narrowly. 

Only by a narrow margin the election com- 
missioners prevented some illegal voting 
that would have invalidated all the bridges 
and judgment bond issues submitted for the 
people’s approval. It was disclosed last night 


that the judges and clerks of one precinct, 


disregarding all the election laws, moved the 
booths and ballot boxes out of the place se- 
lected ‘by the commission, 34566 West North 
avenue, and placed them ina shop two doors 


away. Word of this was telephoned to the 


election.commission by a policeman and the 
booths were moved back just before the time 


for the opening of the polls.

Dr. Frank Billings gives a striking pic 
ture of one, Bartzenized public institution, 
the Dunning asylum. His visit made Sun- 
day was on behalf of the staté board of 
charities in anticipation of the state’s tal:- 
ing over the Dunning institution next July. 
Here is a summary of conditions as found: 


Institutions are badly overcrowded, the county 
Officials being forced to care for 23,600 Insane 
patients in buildings intended to sccommodate 
2,000. 

Use of the old peorhouse, once abandoned as 
insanitary and a deadly fire trap, again made 
necessary by the crowding. Convalescent insane 
now are in it, and a ward is being fitted up for 
800 consumptives now at the county hospital. 
Petienta sleeping on the floors in some of the 
men’s wards and in all the women's wards on ac- 
count of lack of room for cots. 

Dormitories violating all rules of hygiene oF 
estate laws as to air allowance for each bed, and 
wards crowded so that satisfactory good ventila- 
tion is impossible. 

A medical of eight. and Dr. Ebderiein to 
attend to the needs of 2,600 insane and 860 eon 
sumptives. 

All of the internes whe formerly were with the 
tnetitution gone. 

Woman physician who was at the Institution, 
prescribing for women patients, gone. r 
Ali of the trained nurses, except one, gone. 
Peychopathist, considered indispensable in other 
institutions for the insane, gone. 

Former internes and nurses are replaced by at- 
tendants, mostly inexperienced except as to man- 
wal labor or housework.

HIGH COST OF LIVING. 
AST week we ran three food tables 
from bulletin 142. This bulletin 
has been reissued by the Illinois 
food commission and & Copy can 
be obtained by addressing the com- 
mission at Manhattan building, Chicago. 
Not many people will. know what is 
meant by protein, carbohydrates, fat, ash, 
and water. By way of explanation: 

Portein is the tissue builder. It ft 
especially needed by growing children 
and laborers. It is found in meats, 
breads, and vegetables. The carbohy- 
drates are usually spoken of as stigars 
and starches, They make energy and fat. 
The term fats is self-explanatory. They 
make heat and are useful in cold weather 
and harmful in hot. Ash is the mineral 
matter of food, salt being an example. 

— 

The high cost of living results from 
several causes, one of which is the cost 
of food. The person who has the se- 
lecting of food is much more responsible 
for the cost of it than is the cook. To- 
motrow this column will say something 
about methods of reducing kitchen costs. 

Now’ refer to the tables published. It 
will de seen that olive oil makes more heat 
per pound than any other food. It has 
no tissue building power. When it is 
selling at 52 cents a pound and corn is 
selling at 15 cents a pound, 1 cent will 
buy fifteen times as much heat value 
when spent for corn as for olive oll. When 
it comes to tissue building, 1 cent buys 
seven-hundredths of a pound of protein 
in corn and none in olive ofl. Beefsteak 
has about the same fuel value as white 
bread. But when beefsteak is selling at 
17 cents a pound and white bread at 5 
cents ‘a pound, 1 cent spent for tissue 
building buys almost twice as much bread 
as steak. When it comes to heat and en- 
ergy, it buys ae? tour times as much. 


From October ent May, the ordinary 
adult will cut the cost of Hving matenally 
if he will stick fairly close to the first 
twenty-five articles named in the second 
table published on Nov. 17: Corn, oats, 
wheat, buckwheat, rye, sugar, cornbread, 
potato, beef, euet, navy beans, white 
bread, hard toasted bread, whole wheat 
bread, molasses, rice, peanuts, r 
raisins, bacon, chestnuta, stick candy, pea 
nut butter, smoked ham, pork chops, om 
beans. 


In addition, children and those doing 
tanta! labor should add, say, five foode 
found in the first thirty of the firet list 
of Nov. 17, and not in the first thirty of 
the second list. The ordinary eater will 
need a little hot milk for his coffee and 
some fruit, fresh or canned, even though 
they cost a little more.

RNESTO CONSOLO ot Milan and New 
York, and Arthur Van Eweyk of Mil-

Fullerton hall, that was one of the most at- 
tractive of the season. In these days when 
eccentric personglities seek to mislead the 


\public with all manner of bizarre exhibitions 


it is grateful to encounter art so sane and 
wholesome as was unfolded by these gentle- 
men. Mr. Consolo’s achievements in the direc- 
tion of the legitimate and the worthy are suf- 
ficiently familiar to Chicagoans, and while his 
reading of the Farewell“ sonata of Bee- 
thoven and the Chopin fantasie last night did 
not develop the same measure of distinction 
that marked his participation in the Kneisel 
concert Sunday afternoon, it was made nota- 
ble by its wealth. of tonal beauty, its tech- 
nical clarity, and its unfailing musical au- 
thority, :

Marie Doro Really Acts in 
‘A Butterfly on the Wheel.’ 


BY PERCY HAMMOND. 

F it is my duty to estimate the value, as 
entertainment, of “A Butterfly on the 
Wheel,” I shall say that it is not one of 
those plays whose superlative qualities de- 
mand that it must be seen, I shall say 

also that it is one of those plays which may 
be seen with enjoyment by the norma] theater- 
goer, since it is an easily assimilable, bit of 
fiction, told not unskilifully by the authors, 
and represented by the actors in a fashion 
natural, interesting, and expert—in the case of 
the star, Miss Marie Doro, exceptionally expert. 

It is about a lady and two men, strange 

to say. Equally unique is the fact that one 
of the men, the husband, is so engaged in 
the world’s work that he has no time to tell 
the lady of his undoubted admiration and re- 
gard for her, and she pines. Further record of 
the play’s unconventionality may be made by 
chronicling the circumstance that the other 
man is romantic, slender, and has the leisure 
to fill in the rifts of the matrimonial lute. Of 
course those who go to the theater with ordi- 
nary persistence may be prepared for the 
statement that a troubled triangle ensues. In 
his most sincere endeavor to show the lady 
the “sunny places” the suitor bungles into the 
divorce court, and so a butterfly is broken, 
but not beyond reparation, upon the wheel, 

These sunny places are largely geogra- 

phical and there are times in the play when it 
would take a man from Cook's to follow intel- 
ligently the flitting which compromises the in- 
nocent lady and her lover. One should have a 
Bradshaw and know that the Swiss express 
does not stop at Amiens, and likewise the time 
the boats sail for Boulogne. There were mo- 
ments last evening when I wished that I had 
been more attentive to Mr. Burton Holmes in 
his photographic exegeses of the moods of 
travel to Paris, so baffling did the plot become 
as to transportation. But Mrs. Admaston and 
her. admirer, Roderick Collingwood, reached 
there, unsafely, by missing trains, and they put 


up at the Hotel des Tuileries, with only a spa- 


cious sitting room between them. He was pas- 
sionate and she indiscreet, and between them 
their folly led to the Rt. Hon. George Admas- 
ton appearing on the scene and taking for 
granted that they were wicked since they were 
in Paris and at the same hotel. Both of them 
ingisted that they were not, but appearances and 
opinion were against them.

There has been too much delay in speaking 
of Miss Marie Doro’s participation as the 
wronged woman in these incidents. Heretofore 
she has been an irresponsible ingénue, preening 
and purling and doing oute tricks for the 
groundlings in plays which it is a pleasure to 
forget. But in “A Butterfly on the Wheel” she 
suddenly becomes an actress and a woman. 
After the first act, when she capers about a 
bit, exhibiting all her ingeniously ingenuous 
antics, recommended to her probably by pessi- 
mistic stage directors, she comes into the di- 
vorce court scene fully equipped to represent 
a good, foolish woman suddenly broken on the 
wheel of reality. This scene is said to have 
“made” the play in London, with its more or 
less spectacular environment. * 

It was rather tiresome last evening, though 
Mr. Sidney Valentine, as the prosecuting coun- 
sel, gave the most convincing representation of 
the kind that I have ever seen. It was photo- 
graphic, and I confess an admiration for photog- 
raphy in the theater. His quiet and perfectly 
real inquisition led the way to Miss Doro’s emo- 
tional outburst, which was exactly the opposite, 
and the combination brought the curtain down 
with great effect. Miss Marie Doro as an emo- 
tional actress” is something I have never 
thought about before. But in “A Butterfly on 
the Wheel” she said aand did emotional things 
iu a way last evening that I have seldom ob- 
served excelled. . =. 3 * 

Her speecn in the crisis was prepared and un- 
real, but she broke it into bits, hysterical and 
natural, and she came out of the obviously the- 
atric situation a very human woman. Mr. Froh- 
man, when he sees her thus, will have an excuse 
for saying “I told you so,” for he s been 
patient under difficulties. It may inform him, 
however, that Miss Doro’s metier is not comedy 
but tears, and in tearful plays may he hereafter 
cast her. -

Economical’ Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Any Trifle of Potato. 


r ig neither polite nor economical to waste 

potatoes, especially in these days. Really it 

is very bad manners to throw any but the 

merest atoms of potato into the garbage 

ean. There are so many well known things 
we can do with potato that we surely have but 
little energy and ingenuity if we do not find a 
good use for it. 

Good marketers or.meal planners have in 
mind possible combinations of leftovers when 
they are buying and planning their meals. For- 
merly when there was a possibility of a little 
meat being left over a little more potato than 
was needed was cooked to go with it. But it is 
not necessary to have meat in order to use some 
excess of potato and now we often plan to have 
some other little thing for our left over potato, 
a green pepper, an egg, a salad dressing. etc. 

n most cases it is best to mix our potato and 
meat, or potato and vegetables, while they are 
freshest. With a little boiled potato we may 
make a potato salad. and it is best to make it 
before the potatoes. have stood for any length 
of time. Potato salads are really best when 
made of warmed boiled potatoes. 

O’Brien Potatoes.—Mince a small onion and 
fry it in a small piece of butter. Add seven or 
eight cold boiled potatoes chopped fine, one-half 
of a red pepper and one-half a green pepper cut 
in small pieces. Salt to taste and add two ta- 
blespoons of milk. Let potatoes brown with a 
moderate heat for about ten minutes without 
stirring. Fold as you would an omelet and turn 
on a hot platter. 

— | 

Potatoes O’Brien.—-Chop fine four boiled po- 
tatoes. Add to them one tablespoon of chopped 
sweet green pepper. Put butter and dripping in 
a frying pan and melt Without burning, add the 
potatoes and seasoning. Have the heat strong 
ehough to cook the peppers and brown them 
well. Invert on hot platter and serve. 

For a decorative dish use the potato cutters 
Which make round balls, a good many of them 
from one large potato. These boiled and served 
in a cream sauce or boiled and dressed with 
melted butter and parsiey are very pretty and 
in the latter way may be conveniently used for 
a garnish. The left over pieces of raw potato 
should riot be wasted. They may be used for a 
potato soup which will keep over for a meal & 
two or they may be grated and used in some 
such way as the following:

HARVESTER QUOTES ROOSEVELT 
, N DEMAND: FOR A REHEARING. 


International Company Files Appeal 
in Missouri Supreme Court Asking 
for “Square Deal” in Case. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 20.—Quoting Col. 
Roosevelt's recent declaration for a square 
deal for both the corporations and the pub- 
lic, the International Harvester cOmpany to- 
day filed in the Supreme court of Missouri a 
motion for a*rehearing in the recent case in 
which it was conditionally ousted from the 
state and fined $50 000 on charges of violating 
the state anti-trust law. 

The gist of the motion is that the harvester 
company ought not to be punished for mere 
Possersion of power, and it announced its 
intention of vigorously re sisting the fine. 

The brief quotes this language from the 
court’s opinion by Chiti Justice Valliant: 

on the whole, the ev’dence shows that the 
International Har Vester company has not 
used its power to oppress or injure the farm- 
ers who are its customers. 

The brief quotes ex-President Roosevelt as 
follows: 

“ We demand that dig business must give 
the people a square deal: in return we must 
insist that when any one engeged in big busi- 
ness honestly endeavors to do right he shall 
himself be glven a square deal. 

We nted to formulate immediately and 
definitely a policy which. in dealing with big 
corporations that behave themselves and 
which contain no menace gave what is neces.

“The business man must be taught not to 
exploit the people, he sad. The most 
colossal] idea sold to the world in nineteen 
centuries is the United States. 

“The government needs a business man- 
agement to handle its products and to see that 
nothing but the best is given the world. 

“But 20 per cent of the income of this 
country is spent for food. What does any 
government official say becomes of the rest. 

“The average grocer makes a bare 2% 
per cent on his sales. It is petty to charge the 

grocer with the high cost of living when one 
thinks of the extravagance committed under 
the noses of government officials and political 
officeholders. 

“The business man must not exploit the 
people. Happy enmiployés are the greatest 
cure for socialism or anarchism or any other 
‘ism.’ Show him where his own employés 
are the other fellow’s customers and that 
no man can exploit the people without event- 
ually paying the price.
